ing slowly through dangerous shoal 
waters inside Brazilian territorial 
waters, where it was presumed that, 
under international law, she would 
be safe from search and seizure.

Bern, Switzerland, Jan. 18 (AP) — 


A meeting between Adolf Hitler and 
Benito Mussolini this week-end is 
"quite likely," diplomatic circles re- 
ported today. 


These sources said reports 
from 


axis and. BalKan capitals gave no 
indication of where the meeting 
would take place but expressed belief 
it might deal with means of supply- 
ing further nazi aid to Italy in Al- 
bania and in Africa. 


(A dispatch from. Rome reported 


Premier Mussolini had cancelled a 
scheduled personal appearance Sun- 
day at which he was to award prizes 
to farmers in connection with Italy's 
campaign for wheat-growing self- 
sufficiency. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, said Germany was 
negotiating in Athens in an eSort to 
end the Italian-Greet conflict. Ger- 
man sources said Germany certainly 
would welcome a peaceful settlement 
and other sources declared obviously 
would be to Germany's interest to 
prevent a fascist rout 
One infor- 


mant said the presence of nazi 
troops in Rumania might be part 
of a "diplomatic argument ' to spur 
peace negotiations. 


(Authorized souices in Berlin de- 


nied that diplomatic activity had 
been intensified in the Greek cap- 
ital, where Germany has maintained 
her normal mission throughout the 
Greek-Italian hostilities.;

The company, in its suit entered

Germans Active at 


12 Rumanian Airports 


Belgrade Yugoslavia, Jan. 18 (AP) 


—Intensive German air force prep- 
arations at more than a dozen large 
landing fields in southern Rumania 
led to predictions today that the 
nazis may be arranging hopping off 
places for new action in the Mediter- 
ranean aiea. 


Although fewer than 100 nazi 


planes were believed to be stationed 
in Rumania now, thousands of 
ground crew men are quartered on 
or near all important landing fields 
and more are arriving daily. 


Vast gasoline stores are being 


concentrated at all 'southern Ru- 
manian airports, and crews and 
carpenters are working long hours 
on buildings, hangars and store- 
houses for munitions and bombs. 


After receiving a report 
from 


Private Arthur R. Gore, of the Get- 
tysburg substation of the 
state 


motor police, on his investigation of 
the blast which caused the death on 
Thursday afternoon of Done Tiess- 
ler, driller at the Funkhouser com- 
pany plant at Charmian, Dr. C. G. 
Ciist, county coronei, said today he 
does not expect to hold an inquest. 
He has attributed death to acci- 
dental causes. 


The officer's probe showed that 


the victim's body probably shielded 
his brother, Glenn, who was work- 
ing 20 feet away and apparently 
saved him from death or serious 
injury from the blast that killed 
Done almost instantly. 


The brothers were drilling holes 


in the greenstone rock in prepara- 
tion for blasting when Dorie's drill 
struck an old drilling that contained 
an unexploded suck or two of 40 
per cent dynamite. That particu- 
lar section of the mine had not be~erf 
worked for the last year and a 
checkup showed that a part of the 
load m the old drilling had dis- 
charged a year ago leaving nothing 
to indicate that live explosive re- 
mained in the hole.

military and naval bases are the 
targets of R.A..F. bombers, was dis- 
closed today as a factor in the win- 
try cross-channel warfare. 


"Military

said, was the reaspn for the in- 
ternment of 3,000 British subjects 
men, women and children, living in 
the French area — which might 
become either the jumping-off place 
for an attempted invasion of Eng- 
land or a foothold for a new British 
expeditionary force. 


This "military necessity" was not 


further defined 
German action to 


-restetet—espionage^— however—has 
been reported from other occupied 
areas facing England — Norway, 
the Netherlands and Belgium.

\vas understood in Berlin that the 
roundup was in part a reprisal for 
-internment of Germans in Britain. 


Exchange Aerial Blows

in the night despite bad weather. - 


German fliers set fires in a raid 


on dncks, wharves and storehouses 
at Swansea, South Wales port which 
is a copper, tinplate and fuel cen- 
ter. The British government said 
casualties there were "not large." 


British warplanes attacked the 


ports of Brest and Cherbourg and 
two airdromes in occupied France. 
Axis shipping 
was bombed and
